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Official Map to be presented 
in annual Town Meeting 


Town Manager Sterling Morris, Tuesday night, gave the go-ahead to the 
Wilmington Planning Board, for preparing an Official Map of Wilmington, for the 
voters to accept or reject in the annual Town Meeting next March. 

The ‘‘go-ahead”’ was made after a practically unanimous assent had been made 
by the various officials present in the Planning Board meeting room, in the old 
Mildred Rogers School. Not one official, of those present, spoke against the idea 


of an official map. 


The only possible deterrent 
came from the Planning Board 
itself, The members were 
wondering out loud if they could 
have their material prepared in 
time for the closing of the warrant 
for the annual Town Meeting 

Most outspoken in favor of an Of- 
ficial Map were Bob Leahy and 
Arthur Harding, both of the Plan- 
ning Board, and both of whom are 
Civil Engineers. Chairman Bill 
Hooper and others were worried 
about getting the work done in 
time for the deadline of the Town 
Meeting

For nearly a decade it has been in effect a festering sore, in 
the industrial and political life of Wilmington - a street that 
was not a street, and is named Ainsworth Road. Long ago the 
Town Crier dubbed it a ‘‘non-Kosher Street’’, and assorted tax 
payers and others have visited Town Managers and Selectmen, 
trying to get the problems of Ainsworth Road solved.

Bach informed the Selectmen that Bob Corey of Lowell,

Arthur Harding, former Town 
Engineer, and now a member of 
the Planning Board said that over 
50 homes get built each year on the 
paper streets, and that frequently 
there are resulting difficulties, 
with water, ete. 

No land owner, he declared can 
really be hurt, for there are three 
remedial routes (1) The Board of 
Appeals, (2) The Town Meeting, 
and (3) the Sub-Division control of 
the Planning Board. In the first in- 
stance the law provides for 
remedies through the Board of 
Appeals, just as it does in other 
cases involving zoning, Harding 
said, and in the second case, the 
Town Meeting, an article can 
always be voted, if the voters are 
favorable, in favor on any piece If 
land in town. 

Harding cited the recent 
experience of the Town of 
Wayland, where an article, simple 
in definition, was introduced into 
the Town Meeting less than two 
years ago, and voted, in favor of an 
Offical Map. There was very little 
difficulty as a result, Harding said 

Sterling Morris, in his instruc-

Cites family and business Needs 


Goldstein resigns from Selectmen 


Charles H. Goldstein announced Tuesday night he intends to resign from the 
Tewksbury Board of Selectmen effective midnight, December 31. He said he 
needed more time to devote to his children and new architectural business. 

Goldstein, in reading his resignation notice to other selectmen, levelled attacks 
on the school department and unnamed school committeemen and town officials. 


The school department, he said, 
was guilty of “contract splitting on 
construction contracts, and. 
ding abandon with fabricated 
budgets." Certain school com- 
mitteemen, he charged, “have 
preoccupation with seeing syn- 
thetic rules obeyed, rather than 
students educated, and...they 
Tepeatedly flaunt state statutes 
regarding open meetings."” 

He warned against ‘those sitting 
in high offices whose primary pur- 
pose is to protect themselves and 
other selfish, dishonest elements,” 
He called on unnamed town of- 
ficials to halt practices. of 
nepotism, and insure the town has 
a humane police department and 
planning board “that understands 
what it's doing, rather than who 
they're doing it to and for whom 
they're doing it."" 

Citizens, he said, were entitled 
“to have our laws, such as our 
repeatedly broken building and 
zoning by-laws, respected and

Goldstein pointed to his 
successful drive to have the board 
create the Atelier as “my most 
important contribution to the 
town.” The Atelier is formed of 
persons from mast age, social, 
private and governmental groups, 
and discusses town problems at 
regular meetings. 

A controversial figure since he 
entered town politics in 1966, 
Goldstein gained state-wide 
publicity in August, 1972 when he

Goldstein said after announcing 
his resignation that he intended to 
move his home and business to 
Methuen shortly after the begin- 
ning of the year. He said although 
he might work for other can- 
didates in the future, he didn’t plan 
to run for office again until his two 
pre-teen sons were fully grown and 
his business was firmly es- 
tablished 

After moving to Tewksbury in 
1964, Goldstein was elected to a 
one-year term on the planning 
board in 1966, and was re-elected 
for a five-year term in 1967 

In 1969 Goldstein was elected to 
the board of selectmen and board 
of health for simultaneous three- 
year terms. He later resigned 
from the planning and health 
boards when the town passed a 
bylaw forbidding any one man 
from holding more than one 
elected office. He was re-elected 
to the selectmen in March, 1972.

Tewksbury selectmen ask 
water restriction Repeal 


The Tewksbury selectmen Tuesday night voted not to fight a 
restraining order sought by the Raytheon Company to block 
town cutoff of water to its plant on the Tewksbury, Billerica, 
Lowell Line. 

Chairman Joseph J. Whelan, after a 45 minute board 
executive session with Town Counsel Charles J. Zaroulis, said 
the selectmen agreed to sponsor an article in the 1973 town 
warrant that would repeal 2 1972 bylaw barring water 
December 31, 1973 to firms located on property not entirely 
within town boundaries. 

Raytheon was due to contest the bylaw in Cambridge 
Superior Court Wednesday, and sought a restraining order to 
block the December 31 cutoff. The board authorized Zaroulis 
to represent the town in the suit. but told him not to fight the 
restraining order 

The electronics firm claimed the bylaw only forbid water to 
their plant, which rests on property in three communities but 
whose water comes exclusively from Tewksbury. Raytheon 
termed the law discriminatory. and there were reports the 
plant might have to close and its 2,000 employes discharged if 
the bylaw were implemented 

Explains Executive Session 

Whelan said the executive session was held because it would 
be improper for the town to reveal its conduct of the case 
before Zaroulis went to court 

The meeting was also marked by a verbal battle between 
Selectman Charles H. Goldstein and Veterans Agent Ward 
Davis over DAvis's handling of a veteran's case. DAvis also 
drew criticism from every other selectman for using poor 
judgement in the matter. 

Davis appeared at the meeting seeking to have the 
selectmen authorize payment of a $116.30 motel bill. Town 
treasury officials, he said, refused to pay the bill because they 
considered it improper. 

Pays Claimant 

Davis said a man who claimed to be a destitute veteran had 
applied for veterans’ aid in April, and he had paid him $56 in 
cash and authorized a motel to provide him a room for 10 days 
at a total cost of $116.30. 

The man, according to DAvis. showed him papers stating he 
was on excess leave, but later signed a notorized statement 
that he was a veteran and would repay the funds. Davis said he 
aided the man because veterans’ laws place the benefit of 
doubt in favor of veterans. 

Later, he said, the man disappeared without repaying the 
funds. Investigations showed the man had returned to the ar- 
my, was discharged and was reported in the Worcester area, 
according to DAvis. 

Intends Pursueing Man 

‘I believed the kid. He lied to me, and even signed a state- 
ment to repay the money,” said Davis. He added that though 
he intended to pursue the man for the money, the motel keeper 
still had to be paid. 

Selectman Donald H. Sheehan, a former police patrolman, 
said, ‘I think you should recover the money from him. I think 
it is improper for the Board of Selectmen to handle this 
matter.” Sheehan said if the man refused to repay the money 
he could be charged with perjury for lying in the notorized 
statement. i 

Goldstein motioned for dismissal of DAvis for his handling of 
the case, stating, “I've said it at town meeting and I'll say it 
here that Mr. Davis is not a good veteran's agent.” 

Asks Resignation 

DAvis countered, “I think Mr. Goldstein is the worst select- 
man this town has ever had, and an enemy to veterans and I 
ask for his resignation He has caused nothing but turmoil 
since he got on the board.’ 

Goldstein's resignation later in the meeting was not con- 
nected to Davis's comments, and no one seconded the Golds- 
tein motion to dismiss DAvis. 

Selectman Frank A. Antonelli commented that if Davis con- 
tinued such actions any person who needed money in the state 
could come to the town and say he was a veteran in trouble. 

The board agreed not to take action on Davis’ request until 
after he attempted to gain repayment of the money 

Discuss Fire Station 

The board held a 45 minute executive session with the 
Municipal Building Committee to discuss a possible site for a 
north Tewksbury fire station. Whelan said after the meeting 
that the site would be appraised. 

The board was due to chose a new member for the personnel 
board, but had to table action because no one had volunteered 
for the post. Whelan said a man with personnel experience 
would best fit the job 

In a shoo-in unanimous vote, Executive Secretary Ruth 
Aubert was re-appointed for another year. The popular town 


Don’t Let Town History Die 


‘The 1972 Tewksbury Town Meeting ap- 
proved creation of an historical commis- 
sion to record and preserve the history of 
the town. Theneed for such an organization 
was obvious, for until that meeting any 
attempts at preserving the town’s heritage 
were largely in the hands of a few private 
individuals. And no matter how hard those 
persons worked, they were limited by their 
numbers, their relative anonymity and a 
lack of official status that closed doors that 
otherwise might have been open to them. 

It need hardly be stated that the 
townspeople deserve applaus for deciding 
to hold on to their heritage, but it should be 
pointed out that support of such a premise 
entails more than a raised hand at a public 
meeting.

Even though the U.S. Constitution for- 
bids it, school prayer proponents claim a sev- 
en-to-one ratio of support as they argue that 
Massachusetts children should be able to wor- 
ship before classes start each day. 

Mrs, Rita Warren of Brockton, who trig- 
gered the successful drive to let state voters 
air their views on the controversial issue in 
Nov. 7 balloting, believes there's nothing il- 
legal about voluntary school prayer. 

Walter H. Mayo III, an assistant Attorney 
General, notes that even voluntary school 
prayer is banned under the First Amendment 
He cites the Supreme Judicial Court's 1971 
ruling in a case against the small Massachu- 
setts town of Leyden. 

But Mrs, Warren notes that the year be- 
fore the Leyden decision, the Massachusetts 
Legislature passed and Governor John Volpe 
approved a bill allowing the voluntary wor- 
ship. 

She believes school districts here ought 
to “go ahead and pray, and if the federal gov- 
ernment wants to stop it let the Attorney 
General go to Washington for the state of 
Massachusetts."” 

In the South, she asserts, many states 
ignore the school prayer ruling by holding 
worship services before classes start 

“There hasn't been enough publicity 
here about that," she feels, nor about the Leg- 
islature’s 1970 action and the overwhelming 
pro-prayer vote recorded by Massachusetts 
residents in the November balloting. 

Final totals on the prayer question voting 
aren't due to be released until Dec. 10. Of- 
ficials won't give out preliminary _ figures. 
Checking of individual town totals, though, 
bear out prayer proponents’ claims that state 
voters favor voluntary school prayers by a 
seven-to-one ratio.

Ainsworth Road 
(From Front Page) 
been in the building. 

When Mrs. Stromquist dis 
covered that the vote had never 
been recorded, she went to the 
Registry and confirmed the fact, 
Bach said. He said that the former 
Town Counsel, Philip Buzzell, is 
still holding the deed, signed in Oc- 
tober 1961 and the check for $1000 
signed November 3, 1961 

Mrs. Stromquist (now Mrs. 
Eacker) then went to the Town 
Hall to search the records. She 
could find nothing - no one knew 
anything about it 

(The Town Meeting had voted to 
accept Ainsworth Road, but the 
Town Manager, Mr. Lancaster, 
had never had the vote registered 
in the Registry of Deeds. Ed.) 

Mrs. Stromquist had had a 10,000 
square foot building erected, and 
her company was there for several 
years. Then it moved to other 
towns. Two other firms have been 
in the building, At the present 


time it is occupied by Screenprint, 
Inc., which firm employs 24 peo- 
le 

Pisirs. Stromquist found out, in 
1967, that there had been another 
agreement, Bach said. It was an 
agreement between Mr. Evans and 
the then Selectmen to build the 
road, and put in drains, “‘and, I am 
informed, Mr. Evans wouldn't sign 
until the town had lived up to its 
previous agreement”. 

‘The Town of Wilmington had in- 
stalled water pipes on Ainsworth 
Road, Bach said, ‘‘and it doesn't 
even own those water pipes!" 

Bach thought the town should 
live up to its agreement, and have 
the street accepted. Such an ac- 
tion, he said, would legitimize the 
water pipes, and it would save the 
jobs of 24 people in the Screenprint 
plant. 

Back expressed some dismay at 
having learned that Bob Evans had 
sold his right in the railroad bed to 
Mr. Corey. He said he knows and 
appreciates Mr. Buzzell, who is 
the attorney for Evans, and that no 
‘one wanted litigation. 

Bach has had five or six 
meetings with a Mr. Gilman, who 
is attorney for Corey, but Mr 
Gilman is a busy man, being a trial 
lawyer. 

Bach was dismayed, when Corey 
wrote a letter (hand written) the 
day before Thanksgiving, announ- 
cing that he would shut off 
Ainsworth Road on January 1 

$2000 

Bach several times said he 
wasn’t trying to hurt anybody. He, 
at one point discussed a letter, 
written presumably in 1966, by the 
then Town Manager, which said 
“we have hidden $2,000 in the 
budget” - presumably for fixing 
Ainsworth Road 

“Highway Robbery" 

Attorney Joseph Courtney, who 
was present. for other business 
with the Selectmen, spoke up to 
give his impressions, 

It was his belief that the Order of 
‘Taking was not properly recorded, 
and that there was a subsequent 
discussion in a Town Meeting, in 
which the Town Meeting said No. 
(The Town Crier does not 
remember such a discussion, Ed.) 

One of the factors that bothered 
Mr, Courtney was the assessments 
against the Jensen family, who 
live abutting Ainsworth Road. 
‘That family, he said was being 
forced to ‘pay horrible amounts of 
money” on the Town Betterments 
for the water main. Courtney 
called it “Highway Robbery" 

He thought that the various at- 
torneys could get together, and 
come up with an agreement that 
would be satisfactory, ‘if all par- 
ties participate” 

‘The town, he said, has no legal 
right in the road, but it does have 
the right to negotiate. “If you 
made it a public way you would 
solve a lot of problems” 

The Selectmen, on motion of 
Danny Gillis, voted to have the 
‘Town Manager and Town Counsel 
explore the situation, to find the 
best method of resolving the 
problem.

Goldstein letter of Resignation 


Dear Sir: 


Please be advised that as of midnight, December 31, 1972, I am resigning as a 
member of the Tewksbury Board of Selectmen. 

Certainly, the residents of Tewksbury, and in particular, those who have worked 
so diligently on my behalf for the past seven years, the past four as a member of 
the Board of Selectmen, are entitled to an explanation of these developments. 

This is not an easy step to take; however, there comes a time in all our lives 
when consideration must be given to a reordering of priorities. 


‘There are three elements in my 
life all of great importance to me, 
my children, my professional 
career, and my public service to 
the residents of Tewksbury. At 
this time, only two of the three can 
be approached with the degree of 
attention deserving of them. Un- 
fortunately, the latter increasingly 
prevents me from tending as I 
should to Brent and Scott, while 
my private business suffers from 
lack of attention due to the 
demands and efforts necessary to 
effectively construct and 
reconstruct our political direction. 
It is, therefore, imperative that I 
resign from the board in order 
that, most importantly, the boys 
may have a father they can see, 
and secondly; my office has the 
dedications it must have to 
succeed. I hope that any of us con- 
fronted with the same choice 
would arrive at the same decision 
and add that any other reasons 
given for this action are 
fabrications and not to be given 
any consideration. 

I'm confident that the good 
citizens of Tewksbury, in choosing 
my replacement in March, would 
be weary of political bosses and 
images wrought by fradulent 
political rhetoric, Keep in mind 
that regardiess of what certain in- 
dividuals may say, there are those 
sitting in high office whose 
primary purpose is to protect 
themselves and other selfish, dis- 
honest elements. 

There is always a temptation for 
those responsible for government 
to put their own interests above 
those of the citizens they were 
elected to serve. This temptation 
can be defeated by an awakened 
conscience and a watchful opposi- 
tion not an opposition against, but 
an opposition for; for a healthy 
Tewksbury and for a Tewksbury 
that is a pleasure to call home. 

As a parting message to those 
town officials whose actions are 
180 degrees from their promises 
who lack the courage to take a 
stand against pressure groups, and 
who practice nepotism personally 
and professionally, please, for the

I respectfully ask the town to 
accept my sincere apologies for 
leaving my term of office un-;

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Youth council member 
wants center Self-supporting 


Oliver Plant, a member of the 
‘Tewksbury Council for Youth, said 
‘Tuesday night he would oppose any 
attempt by the Park Commission 
to ask for funds to operate or main- 
tain the town youth center. 

Plant said he planned to honor 
promise from the council that the 
center be self-supporting once it is 
built 

“If they go at the town meeting 
for a dime to support the youth 
center, you are looking at the man 
who will oppose penny one to sup- 
port the maintenance of this 
building”, Plant said. He added, 
“If the park commissioners can't 
run it as a self-supporting proposi- 
tion, they should close it.”” 

Plant’s comment came after a 
meeting between Park Cmsr. 
Ernest Lightfoot and the Council 
for Youth in which Lightfoot said 
he might have to ask the town 
meeting to approve funds for a 
septic system for the building and 
a man to operate the center. 

Lightfoot said he had learned a 
contractor who had promised to 
provide a free septic system for 
the building had since claimed he 
only meant to provide labor for the 
job. 

‘The youth center, he said, might 
be delayed until the town approved 
funds for a septic system. He said 
this was due to the Council for 
Youth's being virtually without 
funds, and questioned whether the 
council could equip the building.

Crime photography pays off in Tewksbury 


Oversight spells trouble for Housebreakers 


The following is the second in a four-part series of stories on how Tewksbury 
police use scientific methods in crime fighting and how they plan to increase their 


capabilities in this area. 


In 1971 footprints in the snow, a tire iron a criminal didn’t look at closely enough 
and crime photography techniques helped Tewksbury police convict a gang of 


housebreakers. 


Sgt. Phillip D. Bradanick recalled the case: 


“Two police officers in a cruiser came across two fellows in a car one night 
about 600 feet from Sheehan's Drugstore at 1079 Main Street. The driver said he 
had had a fight with his wife and was just driving around to cool off. The other 
man was supposedly a hitch hiker he had picked up on Tre. 38. The police officers 
asked for their identification and then told them to scram. 


timation the tire iron was used in 
the break and I could prove it in 
court with photographs. 

‘In court you must use 
photographs that speak for 
themselves, that tell the story 
without words. With photography 
we were able to show the men had 
broken into the building, identify 
the driver's tire iron as perfectly 
matching unusual pry marks in the 
screen, Then we were able to 
trace with photos the three men's 
footprints to a place where we had 
stopped the other two ina car, only 
a few feet from where the foot- 
prints led to a fir tree where we 
found some stolen gloves, and how 
that location was only 600 feet 
from the drugstore. ‘The court 
found in our favor.” 

Next week part three of this 
series will deal with a story of how 
long hair helped Tewksbury police 
solve a crime.

made the mistake of net throwing away the tire iron he used to force open o 
window. Police matched the worn, curved end of the iron with a nick in the win- 


dow mode in forcing it pen. 


“Within the next half hour a 
break was discovered in the 
drugstore, and two other officers 
found three fellows walking near 
St. William's Church. The men 
identified themselves and said two 
of them had been invited by the 
third to stay at his home, but his 
parents told them they didn’t know 
them and wouldn't let them stay 
there. The officers gave them a 
ride to the China Boat, where they 
left after the men said they would 
call someone on a pay phone there. 

“The other two fellows came 
along and picked these two fellows 
-up. and they were again stopped by 
the original two officers. Then the 
second two officers came along 
and said they had given the three 
men a ride to the China Boat. 

“As a result of that, the officers 
examined the car with the permis- 
sion of the owner. They noticed 
several suspicious items on the 
floor. One was a plastic 
windshield scraper, another was a 
bent piece of wire and a third was 
a tire iron, ‘They didn't have 
anything to hold them on, so they 
took the five men’s names and let 
them go. ‘The courts have made 
the old law about being abroad in 
the night so tight that we have to 
be able to prove something before 
we can arrest anyone now 

“I was called in to investigate 
the case, We photographed how 
they had pried open a screen on a 
rear window of the building to 
enter an empty room that used to 
be a dentist's office, Then we took 
more photographs of how they 
jimmed open the door of a 
bathroom between the dentist's of- 
fice and a barber shop. 

“When they found the bathroom 
didn’t lead to the drugstore. they 
chopped a hole through a wall 
leading between a closet in the 
dentist's office and the drugstore 
We photographed the hole, and the 
upset office where they had stolen 
drugs. 

“Then we photographed the rear 


door of the dentist's office, where 
they left, with the screened win 
dow that had been forced open 
showing next to the door. You 
could see pry marks on the screen 
in the photographs. 

“Then we photographed their 
footprints through the snow across 
a field to Helvetia Street, going 
along Helvetia to James Street 
where the car had been parked 
When they got there they must 
have been frightened by the police. 
because they ran from James 
Street behind a big fir tree ina 
field beside the road. We 
photographed their fédtprints 
around the tree, and some drugs 
we found underneath. Apparently 
they hid the drugs there and picked 
most of them up after our men had 
told all five to scram. 

‘The next day Lt. (Walter) Jop 
and I went out to see the driver 
but his wife was out with the car. 
so we asked him to come see us 
with it. A few hours later he did, 
and we got his permission to 
search his car though we told him 
we suspected he was involved in a 
break at the drugstore. 

“We took him out to the car with 
us. Leaning against the front seat 
was the tire iron, though the ice 
scrapper and wire were gone. I 
asked him if this was his tire iron. 
and he said it was, He also said un- 
der questioning that he hadn't lent 
it to anyone - we wanted to make 
sure he couldn't later deny not 
having it 

‘Then we went back to the sta: 
tion, always keeping the tire iron 
in his presence so he couldn't say 
we switched it or anything. I 
brought out the screen, which I had 
removed from the building. We 
found the sharp end of the tire 
iron, which was worn on one side

Police to repay salary overages 
Tewksbury police back on 5-2 Shift 


Selectman Charles H. Goldstein announced Tuesday night Tewksbury police are 
back on a five-day-a-week schedule and alleged the town auditor is researching 
payroll records of each member of the department to insure Tepaymient of salary 


overages paid during unauthorized four-days-on and two-days-of! 


schedules, 


The written release by Goldstein was the first public mention of any resolution 
to the problem since Police Chief John F. Sullivan admitted November 14 the 4-2 
schedules had been implemented in April. 


The selectmen asked Town 
Counsel Charles J. Zaroulis at that 
meeting to provide a written ruling 
on whether the police department 
had acted illegally when it im 
plemented the new schedules 
without approval of the selectmen, 
who are also the town police com- 
missioners, 

Goldstein stated the 4-2 schedule 
would have given each member of 
the department 18 additional days 
off a year, and some men would 
have been paid overtime rates for 
more than 32 hours in some weeks. 

He asked townspeople to con 
sider the 4-2 matter in determining 

the quality of person(s) serving 
them in the heirarchy of the police 
department."" HE ADDED, “It 
should also be kept in mind when 
the police come to town meeting 
asking for a raise of pay and 
benefits." 

Goldstein's release follows 

Any and all concerned parties 
and residents of Tewksbury should 
understand that this release con- 
tains information unrelated to any 
issues previously discussed or 
roused by me relating to the police 
dept., public safety, or police 
brutality.

You may remember that some 
months ago, when the police and I 
were having our public debates, 
they suggested I visit the station 
with any problem I had, which I 
did. In the course of researching 
their own log records at the sta- 
tion, I discovered that the depart. 
ment had been working a 4'day on - 
2 day off schedule at least since 
last ‘spring. (it should be noted 
that police representatives asked 
the selectmen, at a meeting in 
February, to consider such a 
schedule, but never returned to re- 
discuss the matter. However, they 
instituted the new work program 
on their own, without authoriza- 
tion, less than a month lates) 

This 42 schedule, if undetected, 
would give each member of the 
department 18 additional days off 
per year, Since the program was 
in effect for only a part of the year, 
a minimum of 9 additional days off 
per man on the new schedule was 
taken. Additionally, some police 
received time and a half for work 
over 32 hours in some weeks rather 
than 40 hours as required by the 
personnel by-laws of the Town and 
the police contract. It has als 
been brought to light that payroll 
vouchers from the police dept. to 
the town auditor were less than ac- 
curate in reflecting the 40-32 hour

difference. 

The fact of the 42 schedule has 
been confirmed by the chief of 
police who signed vouchers, and 
who requested a discussion with 
the selectmen regarding the 
matter just a few days after I sat 
in the station charting the informa- 
tion; the other selectmen, “who 
listened to him explain the 
department's position; the town 
auditor; and the town council who 
gave the selectmen a written opi- 
nion regarding the inproprioties of 
the matter. We have received cor- 
respondence from the chief that 
the men have returned to a 40 
hour, 5-2 schedule, in part an ad- 
mission of their previous goings 
on 

At this time, the auditor is 
researching the payroll records of 
each officer in order that the most 
equitable manner for the Town to 
gain restitution may be deter- 
mined. Be assured that, in spite of 
my resignation, the Town will, in 
fact, be reimbursed, 

Now, if the police care to show 
some character, as someone did 
last fall, they'll meet with me at 
the Holiday Inn to work out an 
apology to the town that I feel is 
equitable to their actions,
